With millions of American men on 
wai fronts, in training camps and on 
the seas and with thousands of Amert- 
can women on foreign soll all engaged 
in the stupendous task of making the 
world safe for democracy, a great duty 
devolves upon those who remain in 
the United Statés,—the duty of send: 
ing Home to those who have put Home 
behind them for the period of the war, 
The agencies through which this can 
be accomplished are joined in the 
United War Work Campaign.
